THE CIRCUMCISION.

In the ecalendar of the Homan Oatholle
Chureh the first day of January s celebrated as
the feast of the “‘Clreumclisio Dominl,"” or the
Oirecamelsion of our Lord; which, mourdlnr Lo
the oustoms of Lthe Jews, must have taken piace
on the elghth day after Hisbirth. This festival
is sald to have been Instituled aboutl the year
487, The Church of Eogland has retalned i,
first giving it place In the Litargy in the
year 1550,

HOW THE ROMANS KEPT THE DAY,

Among the snclent Romans, New Year's Day
wis Inade Lhe ocenslon of ponsiderable rejoleing,
which was manifested in congratulations,
visits, and presents. The origin of Lhese cus-
toms |s asoribed to Romulus and Tatius, The
presents wero usually figs and dates, covered
with gold leaf. They passed generally from
olients or relalners to Lthelr patrons, and were
mmlod.lay A plece of money, whioh was
t0 be expended in purchasiog statues of the

5} mens of Roman
existence, bearing Inseri lonll;uoh us the
glowlgf:--l'n happy New Year you," “A
ew Year to myself and son.”

QOlsudins, and sireng emned by the
councils of ithe Ch on mocount of the
beathen peremonies atlending them, Hut
despite the fOat of Emperor and Chureh, the
c-rm were 80 popular that they were never
wholly abandoned.

Ipli:ll, in the form of the song. Bat It was more
usual 1or the house 1o he entered early In Lhe
morning by the younoger of the nelghbors, bear-
ing the spioed-bow), and addressing thelr hodts
with Lthe salutations of ihe season. The gifts
were not necessarily of muoh intrinsic value.
In the sixteenth century, It seems Lhat Lhe
New Year's gift of a tenant to his lsndlovd was
usnually In the shape of a espon. Another com-
mon present in those deays was that of an
orange stuck full ofcloves One of the most yalaa.
ble presents was in the form of gloves, which
were then muech mors costly lhun at present.
Fometlmes money wherewith to parobass the
ariicle, was given in I8 stead, and this was
culled glove money. Oceaslonally the money
und the glove were both senk In the begluniog
af the sixtesnth centnry metallle ping were
first bronght into general use; wod 8o
novel an convenlent were iney, that
ihey Roon eame to be In greal demsnd as
New Year's gifis for lndlen. Homotlmes money
1or thelr purchese wns presented Instesd of the
pins: This was ecailed “pin.-money," a term
which has since passed lulo general accspln-
tiop. In Socotiapd it was the costom In old
times for persons to send prosenis to thelr
friends on New Year's Eve; buton the follow-
g day, when the donors called npon the reol-
pients to wish them "A happy New Year,” they
would ask for glits n returno.

THE ENGLISH KINGE AND QUEENS

appear to have been particularly fortnuate In
16 matier of recelving New Yeur's gifts.

The custom can be iraced baok Lo the relgn
of Henry IV, and Maillhew Parls has even
aconaedqlnr I11 of exterting them openly
from his subjects, There 1s silll preserved u
manugeript roll which shows that, {o the reign
of Phillp and Mary, Oardinal Pole presented
nisgoverelgons with a “saulte,” having a cover
of silver and gill, and a representation In
enamel of the story of Job. loreturn for this
the Cardinal received two pots of silver and
gilt, weighing 1433 ouncea. It has been sald
that the magnificent wardrobe of Queen Ellza-
beth was kept up by these New Year's contrls
putlons from her sabjects. It 18 osrtaln Lt
duting her relgn the pracllee wns earrled to
1ts greatest helght, The presenis recelved
every year by the Queen were Inscribed on a
rol), which was elgned by herself, and daly
gitested by the proper oilicers, The listof donors
embraces men and women of every rank, from
ihhe grest officers of state down to her Mujesty's
dustman, In all cases the Queen presented her
generons subjects with a certaln amouut of
plate In relurn, proporilonsl In welght 1o tue
velue of the gifie recelved by her, The exaol
welght of the piate recelved by eagh person was
eniered on (he roil, Jamea I, like his predo.
cessor, recelved mapy gifis of money of ocon-
siderable amount, but there was a greut falling
ofl 1o the number apd vatue of the ornsmental
articles, One year King Jamea received from
the digpitaries of the Uburoh and Biate
the toinl of £1203 13s. 4d. Im gold ooln,
No records of the giite recelved and pre-
sented by Oharles I bave been preserved.

THE ANCIENT WABSAIL DOWL,

Amorg the popular customs of the Naw Year
geason in the olden Ume wad the assembllug of
the iamlly sronnd a bowl of spleed ale, whiloh
was termed *“lamb's wool,” From thils the
master of the honse would drink whe healths of
the others, and then pasg It Lo them in tarn,
‘The expression * Waes hae''—which sigulties
“To your health”—was utltered at each pota-
tion: and from this elreamsiance the vessel
containing tue liguor cames (o be known as the
Wassait or Wassel Bowl, The poor, to enable
tuemselves Lo enjoy this sort of merry-makiog,
were aeoustomed togo the rounds of the nelgh-
borhood, cerrylng a bowl decorated with ribe
l;uins. and begeing somethlopg wherewith to
fill AL,

1t i8 not surprising that the monks opened
the doors of thelr monasteries to Lue Wassell-
Powl, which 'n thelr langusge was styled
Tocutum Curitatis. The abbut placed himself al
e head of the table, and drapk from the
Fowl to the health of all present, and sach of
them in turn then drank to the health of the
olhers,

HOGMANAY IN BCOOTLAND,

Although the old:-fashioned Wassall-Bowl has
loug been a stranger to Eogland, It was stlil
in vogue 1o Seotland 1o within & reeant pariod.
Juet it 12 o'elock on New Year's Eve the mem-
vers of the fawlly wonld each take asip from
the mixtare of hotale, fpiced and sweetened,
wishing the rest A good health and & happy
New Year, and many of them!” Then there
waea genernl hand-shaking and somellmes a
dance,

After this ceremony was conoluded, the elder
members of the famliy would sally forth, armed
with & kettle of hot ale and an assortment of
Luns and cheese, making exchanges with simi-
lar parties whom they encountered, and rasb-
ivg into Lbhe houses of thelr friends with loud
and bhearty wishes for future happlness, Tne
party that arrived first at each hoose obtained
what wes called the “frst-footlng,” and the
good junck whioh betided the famlly In conse-
guence wus doly proporiloned lo the mmounnt
:-rhugu and cheess which the visitors still re.
talned,

New Year's Eve In SHootland s known as
Hogmanay, & term which has puzzied gotl-
gunrlans nnd philologlsta not a llttle. It |s siill
the custom In the couniry distriots, and ln Lthe
more retired towns, for the children of the poor
1o have Lhemselves arrayed In a monstronos
sheet, srranged in front in the form of a deep
rocket. Thus atslred, they go forth on the
morplpg of Hogmanay to gather up the cakes
whioh, a8 they well know, Lie housewlives have
been preparing forseveral days in expectation
of thelr comivg. Arriving at the door, they cry
out “Hogmanay,” and recelve thelr gifis,

THE MUMMEES IN sCOTLAND,

The favorite night for the o?erutlous of the
puisers or guizards, a8 the “muommers"” are
called In Bootland, 18 New Year's Kve, The
boys who take part In the céremony arcuny
themeelves In the old sbirtsof thelr fathers, and
in fancifol bhead-rigs of brown paper, To these
last I8 attached & Mbhoot of paper, which falls
down over the face and serves to conoceal the
festures, Perforations are made at the proper
places 1o permit the eyes, nose, and mouth to
perform thelr fupoctions.

Each guiser 18 attended by a squire, In the
dress of agirl, with an old woman's cap upon
bis head sand & broomstick in his hand. Each
squire v alweys known as “Hessle.” Bloging
is the prinelpal occupation of these strolling
masqueraders, but In some places they engage
in thealrical performanoces.

It s almost
impossible to prevent suoch erime by any laws
which oould be passed, bul some legisiative
action might tend to considernbly leasen the
rumberol “innocents” who are slavgllersad by
nonatural mothers,

Offlee  Accommodttions —-lsverybr-dy who has
business nl the office of the Coroner muast see
the necessity of betler accommodations. Many
invesiigatlons of greal imporiance are made.
In numercus instances there are Lwelve or
fifteen witnesses, Tne Coroner, jury, wit-
ne uuen, reporterd, and other partles Inlerested
In o case are huddled together in o small, badly
ventilated apartment, in & basement, and fra-
quently kept there for several bours at a time,
#l much personal jrconvenlence and rlsk to
health.
